(1)  Ihrou^out  this  period,  weekly  intelli^Mics  hs^sfings  were 
Resented  to  the  Satt^□.ion  Comnander  and  staff,  la  ^ditim,  periodic 
intelligence  briefings  were  presented  to  subosdinate  units.  Intelligence 
Infonmtlon  ims  gathered  from  II  Field  Fcnrce,  1st  Ca^^l^  Division  (Alr- 
noblle),  25th  Infantry  Division,  1st  Aviation  i^^tde,  lEth  Aviation 
Ckoup  (Comlat),  and  23d  Artillery  Group,  Tnese  souawes  Divided  intel¬ 
ligence  coverage  for  the  wittixe  Uth  •aviation  Battalion  vOombat)  sxea 

of  operations, 

(2)  haxliun  aviator  utilization  of  the  "Aircraft  recel^ng  ^und  fire 
nap"  has  been  obtained  through  conMand  emphasis  and  inclimlon  of  this  sub¬ 
ject  into  the  new  aviator  orientation  briefings, 

(3)  At  present  95  percent  of  eligible  pesrsoanel  in  tiie  battalion  have 
been  granted  Confidential  clearances.  This  total  should  be  raised  to 

100  percent  with  increased  coordination  between  ths  52  section  aM  the 
Intelligence  sections  of  the  units. 

(4)  Security,  In  an  effort  to  stren,’then  our  perimeter  defenses, 
we  have  applied  for  a  180  day  loan  of  a  generator  to  power  the  perimeter 
lights  installed  by  tliis  battalion.

(a)  The  llth  Aviation  Bcttallon  (Cor/oat)  supported  tiae  following 
major  tactical  units «  II  Field  Force,  5th  AHV3  Division,  III  Corps, 

1st  Cavalry  Division  (Airmobile),  1st  Australian  Task  Force,  Royal 
Thai  Amy  Volunteer  Force  (RTAVF),  Long  Binn  %ecial  Zone  (lBSZ), 

Capital  Killtary  District  (Oi'iD),  5th  Special  Faeces  Group,  53<i  Signal 
Group,  3d  Brigade  of  the  9th  Infantry  Division,  I99th  Light  Infantry 
Brigade,  llth  Armored  Ca%’alry  Regiment,  62d  Engineer  Battalion,  25th 
ARVN  Division,  and  25th  Infantry  Division,  Tawa  units  receit^  aU 
aspects  of  aviation  support, 

(b)  The  llth  Aviation  Battalion  (Combat)  supported  Cambodian 
operation  with  all  aspects  of  aviation  support,  la  :^dition  to  eomlst 
a^ault,  combat  assault  support  and  cornriand  and  C(mtr^  missions,  the 
llth  Aviation  Battalion  (Co!.'.bat),  flew  253  haasa,  hauling  1751  tons  of 
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cargo,  during  3272  sorties,  during  the  mission  of  extracting  the  1st  ARVN 
Airborne  Division  from  fire  support  bases  East  II,  Scout,  and  Center  from 
Cembodla. 

(c)  The  list  Aviation  Battalion  (Combat)  continued  to  conduct  air¬ 
mobile  combat  Assaults  (CA),  tactical  extractions,  and  direct  combat 
support  (DSS)  missions  throughout  the  reporting  period  for  all  major 
units  in  the  III  Corps  Tactical  Zone. 

(d)  The  11th  Aviation  Battalion  (Combat)  was  assigned  a  total  of 
84  aircraft  recovery  missions.  The  recovery  missions  Included  1  CH47, 

4  AHlG's,  2  AlE*s,  1  U21  and  76  UHl  type  aircraft. 

(6)  There  was  a  total  of  nine  hellbucket  fire  fighting  missions 
(CH  47  "Chinook"  equipped  with  two  350  gallon  water  buckets)  assigned 
to  the  11th  Aviation  Battalion  (Combat)  during  the  reporting  period. 

(3)  Training. 

(a)  No  allocations  for  the  Jungle  Environment  Survival  Training 
School  were  received  by  the  11th  Aviation  Battalion  (Combat)  during  the 
reporting  period.  However,  a  training  team  of  two  USAF  SCO's  from 

the  JEST  School  at  Clerk  AFB,  Phlllipines  visited  all  11th  Aviation  Battal¬ 
ion  (Combat)  units,  16-18  May  1970,  and  Instructed  all  Assigned  aviators 
and  crews  in  jungle  survival,  escape  and  evasion,  and  proper  use  of  the 
new  USAF  survival  vest,  which  has  been  issued  to  aviators  In  the  assault 
helicopter  companies. 

(b)  A  Newly  Arrived  Aviator's  Orientation  Program  at  battalion  level 
was  established  during  the  reporting  period  In  accordance  with  1st  Avn 
Bde  Suppl  1  to  AR  95-1.  This  Is  a  6  hour  block  of  Instruction, 
containing  Information  essential  to  new  aviators.  The  llth  Aviation 
Battalion  (Combat)  has  augmented  this  POI  to  include  additional  Instruc¬ 
tion  In  COMSEC  (Communication  Security),  SOI  (Signal  Operations  Instruc- 
tlons)and  Pathfinder  assets.  Dally  Engine  Recording  (DER)  check,  POL 
contamination  and  up-dating  of  Go-No-Go  placards  were  also  added.  A  total 
of  53  newly  assigned  aviators  received  the  required  POI  during  the  report¬ 
ing  period. 

(c)  Replacement  training  of  newly  arrived  llth  Aviation  Battalion 
(Combat)  enlisted  personnel  continues,  utilising  facilities  provided  by  the 
llth  Armored  Cavalry  Regiment  at  Di  An,  RVN.  The  llth  Aviation  Battalion 
(Combat)  provides  a  liaison  NCO  to  Instruct  classes  relative  to  aviation 
units  and  to  provide  control  of  Battalion  personnel  at  Dl  An. 
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During  the  wportlag  period,  156  personnel  (93,  }fuvcen%  of  ttiose  eligible) 
received  replacer.ent  training  as  required  by  U-AfiV  Regulation  350-1* 

The  other  three  personnel  were  rescheduled  for  the  first  week  of  ‘^ugiat, 

(d)  The  llth  Aviation  battalion  (-onbat)  Pathfinder  Detachttent, 
consisting  of  eight  personnel,  coiitir.u^  its  progzsc  of  parau^ute 
training  junps  to  .nalntaln  cor.bat  proficiency,  A  total  of  el^t  jumps 
were  conducted  during  the  quarter.  The  pathfinder  also  coiulucted  two  * 
«oblle  'Training  learn  ^lasses  on  proper  rigging  s;id  rcove^  techniques. 

One  olass  was  for  the  llth  ‘‘•n.iored  --avalry  ^egimat  la  Di  Ani  the  other  for 
txxe  TOjth  Aviation  Company  (assault  Support  Holicopter),  The  llth  Avia¬ 
tion  Oattallon  continues  to  maintain  a  mobile  training  teas  to  Instruct  the 

la  proper  utilization  of  airmobile  assets, 

(e)  Ihe  pro_rr:,:  of  Instrument  flight  traini.;g  was  continued  through 
out  the  reporting  period,  a11  Battalion  aviators  are  flying  a  nininua  of 
two  hours  of  hooded  flight  monthly,  which  Is  nor&ally  cimducted  during 
flights  to  and  from  operational  areas.  Additionally,  all  aviates  axe 
required  to  execute  a  minimum  of  two  instru-meat  approaches  (-■^  and/or 
GCA)  monthly, 

(f.)  During  tho  reportin,:  period,  the  Battalion  was  issued  five  011-53 
i{elicopters.  A  transition  program  was  instituted  immediately,  and  seven 
officers,  three  commissioned  and  four  Warrant  Officers,  attended  the  one 
i(Mk  transition  school  located  at  Vun,;  Tsu.  The' Battalion  SHTbecaue 
IT  qualified  in  the  '511-53  in  July,  and  at  tho  present  tine  is  conducting 
transition  traini-ig  within  the  -attalion. 

(g)  Due  to  aircraft  belag  dropped- during  recovery  operations* 
auiother  r«andatory  monthly  cl.-xs  was  introduced  into  the  tr-lni.:g  program 
during  the  month  of  July,  The  class,  "Rigging  0-peratioiia'* ,  includws  as 

a  mlninun,  sling  inspection,  proper  rigging  procedures,  airspeed  Haitat- 
igns,  routes  of  flight  and  crow  coordination.  The  purpose  of  these  cla^-t 
es  is  to  maintain  coutinuoua  0!..phasi3  on  proper  aircraft  recovery  tech¬ 
niques  in  .11  units  involved  in  recovery  operations. 

(h)  On  27  July  1970,  the  UF/JIT  i.’DTT  lean  initiated  a  tKiinlng  pM— 
gram  for  nine  students.  The  puirposo  of  this  program  is  to  tmln  sti^ents 
in  InTA'-.T  hJTT  operations  and  tactical  e>..ploy)aent*  The  cot^e  of  instn^* 
tion  Includes  JO  hours  of  class  room  instruction  and  25  hours  aM  30 
minutes  of  flight  instruction  for  eacl;  student, 

(l)  Also  on  27  July  1970,  the  llth  Aviation  Battalion  (Conbet)  in¬ 
itiate  an  Ch'-The^Job  training  (OJT)  program  for  tminixig  Vietnamese 
Airforce  Cpewi.enbers  in  Chinool;  (CH-4?)  maintenance  opemtlons.  The  llth 
Aviation  Battalion  (Combat)  conducted  all  of  the  plaimltjg,  coordination, 
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organisation  and  established  the  prograp.  of  instruction  (FOI)  in  conjunc¬ 
tion  with  the  IHi  plan  70-51.  The  major  ar:as  of  training  vdll  eventually 
encompass  loadmaater,  engine  repair,  aircraft  instruments,  hydraulics, 
flight  engineers,  tunner  and  .-.viator  training.  Tlie  training  program  is 
organized  in  such  a  manner  that  it  will  enable  the  VNAF  personnel  to  become 
Chinook  (CH»47)  cjperational  dtBPing  a  short  training  reriod.  The  Aviator, 
Trainin?*  Propr='m  is  divided  into  three  training  phases.  Phase  one  consists 
of  standardization  and  first-nilot  training  and  ph'Ses,  two  and  three  con¬ 
sist  of  practical  flight  experience  nnd  continued  flight  experience  in  the 
237th  MoJium  Lift  Helicopter  Squadroa  (MLHS).  The  11th  Aviation  Battalion 
(Combat)  continues  to  monitor  and  supervise  the  training  program.

2.  Comments  follow i 

a.  Reference  item  concerning  "External  Versus  Internal  Loading,**  page

safely  accomplishing  its  mission.  However,  the  aviation  unit  is  the  support¬ 
ing  unit  and  the  ground  unit  is  the  unit  supported.

Command  action 
of  direct  coordination  and  briefings  is  considered  adequate.  Unit  has  been 

so  advised. 

b.  Reference  item  concerning  "Maximum  Utilization  of  Chinook  Aircraft," 
page  14,  paragraph  2c(2).  The  aviation  unit  commaxider  is  the  primary  advisor 
to  the  ground  commander  on  aviation  mattem.  The  action  described  in  Command 
Action  is  most  appropriate  and  considered  adequate.  Unit  has  been  advised. 

c.  Reference  item  concerning  "Inauivertent  Instrument  Flight  Rules," 
page  15,  paragraph  2e(l)l  AR  95-63  outlines  standards  that  must  be  met  in 
order  to  be  awarded  a  tactical  instrument  rating.  Paragraph  3**9  of  that 
regulation  specifically  states  that  the  same  standard  is  applicable  to  tac¬ 
tical,  standard  and  special  instrument  flight  examination.  USARV  Supplement 

1  to  AR  95*- 1  requires  unit  commanders  to  conduct  an  instrument  training  program 
for  aviators  under  their  command.  Action  taken  is  considered  adequate.  Unit 
has  been  so  advised.
